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When  we  were  children,  the  24th  of  May  meant  a  holiday.  Little  did  we  dream  then  that  a  particular 
24th  of  May  would  be  our  Graduation  day  when  we  would  walk  in  all  our  dignity  up  the  aisle  of  this 
auditorium  —  graduates  of  St.  Joseph's  College  School. 

Graduation  means  taking  a  step  —  a  step  from  which  we  can  look  back  on  happy  care-free  days, 
guided  surely  and  lovingly  by  our  teachers  and  our  dear  parents.  To  our  parents  especially  do  we  owe 
the  climax  of  this  day.  Their  wise  direction  has  prepared  us  to  look  ahead  squarely  at  the  world  which 
awaits  us.  And  what  a  world!  It  is  the  world  of  the  H-bomb,  the  ballistic  missile,  the  continual  war  of 
words.  It  is  a  world  so  perfect  in  its  comforts,  in  its  beauty,  in  its  opportunities  but  so  close  to  annihila- 
tion! One  push  of  a  button  would  turn  it  into  a  shambles.  A  terrifying  world,  yet  a  fascinating  world! 

What  lies  ahead  for  us?  Certainly  no  more  of  adventure  and  joy  than  we  have  the  capacity  to 
create.  And  that  creation  of  our  world  must  come  from  within  ourselves.  We  must  bring  back  the  spirit 
to  a  civilization  perfect  in  body  but  atrophied  in  soul.  We  can  bring  the  healing  touch  of  Christ  to  the 
hearts  of  our  fellow  mortals.  A  recent  Gallup  poll  revealed  that  in  the  United  States  one-quarter  of  the 
people  do  not  believe  in  an  after-life;  in  Britain,  nearly  one-half  have  the  same  disbelief.  Such  utter 
paganism  can  result  only  in  a  wild  turning  to  pleasure  or  in  black  despair.  It  is  to  this  world  that  we 
come  —  this  world  that  has  such  need  of  us,  for  we  bear  tidings  of  great  joy  —  the  Christian  lesson  of 
hope  through  taking  up  our  cross.  This  lesson  we  have  learned  through  an  ever  deepening  grasp  of  the 
tremendous  import  of  our  Baptism  which  made  us  members  of  Christ,  to  help  Him  in  His  work  of 
Redemption.  This  Christian  vocation  has  become  more  clear  year  by  year  in  our  growing  understanding 
of  the  Mass.  Each  of  us  has  been  destined,  before  the  world  began,  to  dedicate  her  life  to  spreading  the 
radiance  of  the  joy  of  Christ.  Let  us  accept  our  destiny,  with  the  constant  labour,  the  disappointments, 
the  weariness  and  the  happiness  that  it  will  bring. 

For  it  will  be  true  happiness  based  on  sacrifice  —  the  happiness  our  Holy  Father  speaks  of  when 
he  says:  "We  ourselves  would  love  to  see  upon  the  brow  of  youth  today  a  little  more  of  their  one-time 
peaceful  gaiety."  We  must  bring  back  that  spiritual  gaiety  born  of  the  calm  serenity  of  self-control 
and  a  faith  in  the  dignity  of  man.  This  is  the  task  of  every  Catholic  girl  to  restore  a  dignity  of  conduct 
befitting  a  Christian.  Let  us  go  confidently,  daringly  into  the  fields  of  human  endeavour  with  one  driving 
force  —  to  succeed  —  not  in  fame  or  wealth  but  in  bringing  our  hope  to  others.  And  how  do  we  know 
we  shall  succeed?  Not  of  our  own  power  but  of  the  invincible  power  of  the  Paraclete,  who  is  with  us  all 
days.  Gerard  Manley  Hopkins  has  voiced  this  same  hope  in  his  poem,  "God's  Grandeur": 

"And  for  all  this,  nature  is  never  spent; 

There  lives  the  dearest  freshness  deep  down  things; 

And  though  the  last  lights  of  the  black  West  went, 

Oh,  morning,  at  the  brown  brink  eastward,  springs  — 

Because  the  Holy  Ghost  over  the  bent 

World  broods  with  warm  breast  and  with  ah!  bright  wings."
